study bylaw 
changes

Selectmen last week began reviewing pro- 
posals for several warrant articles for spring 
Town Meeting, including one that could 
push back the date of town meeting after this 
year, and four proposed bylaw changes. 

The Town Meeting warrant opened Dec. 2 
and closes Jan. 10 at 4:30 p.m. Town Meeting 
is tentatively scheduled for Monday, Tues- 
day and Wednesday, April 13, 14 and 15. 
Town manager recommendations 

Buzz Stapczynski, town manager, is work- 
ing on at least three warrant articles, one of 
which would delay the date for submission of 
his own budget recommendation and which 
could push back the date of Town Meeting as 
much as a month. 

The town manager’s budget recommenda- 
tion currently is due on or before the third 
Friday of January each year. The current 
report is due on or before Jan. 17. 

Beginning next year, fiscal 1993, Mr. 
Stapezynski said he would prefer to postpone 
his recommendation to the second Friday in

Sanborn Elementary 
noted for excellence

Sanborn Elementary School is 
one of six Massachusetts schools 
in the running for a national 
award for excellence in educa- 
tion. 

A study team from the United 
States Department of Education, 
which will choose the two or 
three blue-ribbon recipients 
from each state, is currently 
reviewing each semi-finalist 
application and will make a site 
visit to Sanborn some time dur- 
ing January, according to Princi- 
pal Eileen Woods.

1991: 


Changes, cuts 
and decisions 


This week, the Townsman looks back at 
the first six months of 1991. Next week, the 
paper will review the last six months of 1991, 
January 

Town manager Buzz Stapezynski had a 
New Year’s resolution for 1991: a balanced 
budget. 

All that was left in the 1991 textbook bud- 
get for Andover schools was $32,000, because 
of several rounds of cuts. 

A former Department of Community Ser- 
vices director, Joan Pearson, filed a lawsuit 
in Superior Court that charged the town 
with discrimination. The suit contends that 
the town misrepresented Ms. Pearson’s ter- 
mination date and her severance pay when 
she was laid off in August, 1989. 

Despite the scare that led some residents 
to withdraw their money from the Bank of 
New England, the town’s money was safe. 
The school payroll was at the troubled bank, 
but town treasurer Mike Muise moved it to 
BayBank Middlesex. 

Third-quarter tax bills baffled residents so 
much that the town treasurer’s office took 
out an ad in the Townsman to explain the 
form line by line. 

Graduate film student Tim Regan of Holt 
Road took to the road to film a movie on

Other candidates for office were 
Joseph Gleason of 315 Salem St. and 
Milton Baker of 7 Marilyn Road, repre- 
sentative to the Greater Lawrence 
Technical School; Ronal Hajj, re-elec- 
tion to the Andover Housing Authori- 
ty; James D. Doherty, re-election for 
town moderator; and all five members 
of the Punchard Free Schoot Trust, 
Karl Efinger, Joan M. Lewis, John Pet- 
ty, Robert Finlayson and Jonna 
Ellsworth, took out papers for those 
three-year seats. 

The Essex County Superior Court 
upheld the Zoning Board of Appeals 
decision that restricted the Andover 
Country Club’s business to private 
members. The country club went to 
court Jan. 7 to appeal the 1989 ZBA 
decision not to allow the club to open 
its restaurant, Trumpeter’s, and guest 
rooms to the public. 

The School Committee first pro- 
posed busing fees ranging from $50 to, 
$100 to give the school budget a 
$150,000 boost. 

Raytheon Co. took extra security 
measures because of the Persian Gulf 
crisis, Raytheon, a local defense con- 
tractor, builds missiles, including the 
Hawk and Patriot surface-to-air mis- 
siles deployed in the Gulf.

Many Andover service people were 
among the forces involved in the war 
in Iraq. 

Kuwaiti exile Rawah Al-Falah, a stu- 
dent at Phillips Academy, talked about 
the terror of the Iraqi invasion of her 
homeland. 

Anti-war protesters outside Old 
Town Hall said they are against the 
Gulf war, not United States military 
personnel fighting there. 

Award-winning author Mary 
McGarry Morris of Abbot Street signed 
copies of her latest novel, A Dangerous 
Woman. Her first book, Vanished, was 
nominated for both the National Book 
Award and the PEN Faulkner Award. 

Town Manager Buzz Stapcezynski’s 
budget recommendations included cut- 
ting 15 police and fire positions and 
decreasing spending from 1991 to ’92 by 
$859,000. The proposal would reduce 
spending next year from $54.8 mission 
to $53.9 million. 


Three of the four employees at the J. 
Everett Collins Center for the Perform- 
ing Arts were laid off, forcing the can- 
celation of the center’s remaining 
events of the season. Gerald Cohen, a 
member of the board of the Andover 
Endowment for the Arts, which direct- 
ed the center, blamed the faultering 
economy and poor ticket sales. 

The Andover Townsman was given 
the go-ahead by the Planning Board for 
its proposal to build a two-and-a-half 
story Colonial building at 33 Chestnut 
St. ,

Town officials discussed a proposal 
to institute user fees for trash collec- 
tion, The proposal could have cost an 
average four-person household about 
$195 a year, but it never made it to 
Town Meeting. 

Kenneth Seifert, superintendent of 


schools for 22 years and touted as “the 
man who doesn’t like snow days,” was 
roasted by about 150 friends and co- 
workers at the Tewksbury Holiday Inn 
on Feb. 1. Dr. Seifert was on sabbatical 
until June, after which he retired. 

The U.S. Army in February 
announced a plan to spend $77 million 
upgrading the Raytheon-built Patriot 
missile system, a plan that officials 
said would contribute to the compa- 
ny’s long-term growth. The Patriot is 
primarily built at Raytheon Compa- 
ny’s Lowell Street plant. 


Kelly Johnson, executive director of 
the Collins Center, was laid off and all 
the professional shows at the facility 
were canceled at the beginning of the 
month as the Andover Endowment for 
the Arts went broke. 

The grand opening of the new post 
office annex in Old Town Hall was held 
on a sunny Saturday, Feb. 2. 

Local poets were doing readings of 
their own work at Memorial Hall 
Library. One of those who read on Sun- 
day, Feb. 10, was Thylias Moss. Before 
the year was out, Ms. Moss, a teacher 
at Phillips Academy, would win a 


President Bush paid a visit to

Robert Urich’s house on Phillips 
Street sold for $1.82 million. 

Patriot missile T-shirts and other 
paraphernalia showed up in stores all 
over town as the missile became an 
overnight success in the Gulf War. 

Selectmen voted 3-2 on Feb. 11 not to’ 
let the School Committee put a $1.5 mil- 
lion override request on the March 25 
election ballot, which put the issue off 
until April Town Meeting. 

Meanwhile, the Finance Committee 
recommended renegotiating employee 
contracts to reduce across-the-board 
raises. That strategy had limited suc- 
cess in some areas. 


On Friday, Feb. 15, President Bush 
and first lady Barbara Bush visited the 
Raytheon Co. plant on Lowell Street to 
meet the workers who produce the 
Patriot missiles, which the president 
called “Scudbusters.” 

“Listen, I came up here to thank you 
guys,” the president told the group of 
approximately 6,000 employees. 

The Andover High hockey team end- 
ed its most successful regular season 
with a 10-6-4 record. 

Local businessman Ron Abraham 
convinced selectmen to have a large 
yellow ribbon put over the entrance to 
Old Town Hall to honor the soldiers in 
the Persian Gulf. 

The battle over whether to keep 
Shawsheen School open heated up in 
February as school officials looked for 
ways to cut the budget and parents 
fought to keep the kindergarten open.

Local teachers learn more about physics 


Two teachers from Andover were 
in the first class of high school 
physics teachers to complete the 
MIT-National Science Foundation 
Teacher Enhancement Program.

Second in an occasional series written by 
Andover High School journalism students 
who are interviewing fellow students 
involved in the community service program.

Besides all the books, athletics and the 
band, Andover High School also has an 
excellent community service program. 
Many students have signed up with math 
teacher Jay Darrin, who runs the program. 

The students help out at such places as 
Academy Manor Nursing Home, Lazarus 
House, the Adult Learning Center, Big 
Brother/Big Sister and Bread and Roses. 
Many others work as tutors and office 
interns as well. 

One place that’s popular with the stu- 
dent volunteers is Ironstone Farm, The 
organization provides a challenging pro- 
gram for handicapped children, who learn 
to take care of and ride horses, One student 
who volunteers her time there is senior 
Tassie Walsh. 

Ms. Walsh first found out about the pro- 
gram at a freshman assembly and signed 
up with physics teacher Bob King, who 
founded the high school’s community ser- 
vice program. She says she had always 
wanted to get involved anyway, and the 
assembly provided her first opportunity. 

Ms. Walsh has been working at Iron- 
stone Farm for three years — twice a week, 
an hour and a half a day — and says she’s 
learned a lot about the disabled. 

A typical day starts with a trip to the 
barn to get assigned to a child. There, she 
says, she will teach the child how to brush 
and get the horse ready to ride. 

“There is a group riding exercise, and 
some need more help,” she says, 

Other Andover High seniors who work 
at the farm include Amy Kenney and Matt 
Haskell. So does student Sarah Hamilton. 
Ms, Walsh, who is the main influence in 
getting fellow students signed up as Iron- 
stone volunteers, has a substantial list 
now. This program is also in conjunction 
with students from Tewksbury High 
School and Merrimack College. 

Ms. Walsh says the experience has 
taught her patience, “I enjoy riding and I 
enjoy teaching,” she says. “And there is the 
satisfaction in helping the kids have fun.” 

One of the most special experiences has 
been her new-found friendship with Rachel 
Pakos, a young rider with cerebral palsy. 
Ms. Walsh says that Rachel has particular 
difficulty riding but tries very hard. 

Above all, Ms. Walsh says, she loves to 
see the kids become more and more inde- 
pendent and have more control over them- 
selves and the horse. Sometimes these kids 
do not have a chance to have as much fun 
as their able-bodied peers and this program 
gives them the chance, she says.

Ms. Redgate and Ms. Smith 
have been paired with sisters 
Eunice Landrau, 7, and Bernice 
Landrau, 8, respectively, for a lit- 
tle more than a year now. In the 
past year, both teens have seen 
“remarkable” changes in their 
little sisters. Eunice, who has 
always been a little more boister- 
ous than her older sister, is now 
“a non-stop gabber.” The two lit- 
tle girls, their mother, Alicia 
Ortiz, and their brother, Jose 
Landrau, 11, came to Lawrence 
about five years ago from Puerto 
Rico. 

“We celebrated our first-year 
anniversary a little while ago. 
Their mother invited us over for 
dinner, She went all out and 
cooked her version of an Ameri- 
can Christmas dinner, which 
included giblets cooked with 
beans and some Spanish rice,” 
said Ms. Redgate.

Both teens are the youngest of 
three children and the only girls 
in their families. They said they 
love having a chance to be a big 
sister, 

“T love kids and I love getting 
together with Eunice. She’s 
changed so much in just one 
year. She loves coming over to 
my house, playing with my dog 
and talking with my family,” 
said Ms. Redgate. 

“She’s so comfortable at my 
house now, that she even 
answers the phone and starts 
conversations with the people on 
the other end,” she said.

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Ms. Smith said she almost always can 
guess what her little sister would like 
to do. 

Usually the two teens spend about 
five hours each week with their little 
sisters. Sometimes they go out together 
and other times they go to TABBS- 
sponsored events and parties. 

The little girls’ mother doesn’t have 
a phone so when the teens want to 
meet with their little sisters they have 
to take a drive over to the apartment. 
In the past year the family has moved 
to a different neighborhood that the 
teens believe is a much better environ- 
ment for their little sisters. 

“Their old apartment was in a really 
bad section. I think the girls were still 
too young to really be affected by the 
neighborhood, but it’s Jose I worry 
about. He’s 11 and that’s a tough age to 
be in a bad environment,” said Ms. 
Redgate. 

“I’ve asked my guy friends who vol- 
unteered for the Big Brother program 
to request Jose. But, since (Jose’s) 
already had one and quit, his name 
dropped to the bottom of the list,” said 
Ms. Smith. 

Both teens agree that the family’s 
mother does all she can to provide the 
most for her family with the little bit 
she has. The children’s father lives in 
Boston. 

“She doesn’t have much money, but 
her life is centered around her family. 


Here’s how 


The Lawrence Big Brother, Big Sis- 
ter organization has received a lot of 
help from Andover High School stu- 
dents during the past two years, which 
has helped turn a pilot Teenage Big 
Brother Big Sister program into a suc- 
cess, 

“There are 43 successful matches for 
little brothers and sisters with 
Andover High volunteers,” said Jean 
DiFraia, coordinator of the TABBS pro- 
gram. 

There are four other high schools 
the TABBS program works with - 
North Andover High School, which has 
three matches; Central Catholic, with 
seven matches; and Georgetown High 
School, with six matches. Ms. DiFraia 
is currently developing a program with 
the Greater Lawrence Technical 
School. 

Ms. DiFraia began TABBS on a 
small scale more than two years ago 
with a grant from the Carlisle Founda- 
tion in Framingham. Traditionally, 
Big Brother/Sister programs only 
accepted adult volunteers. 

“Originally, you had to be at least 18 
or older to become a Big Brother or Sis- 
ter, but we felt high school kids had a 
lot to offer,” she said. 

The majority of the matches are 
female, Ms. DiFraia said. 

“Unfortunately, men don’t volunteer 
as much as women do,” she said,

The girls are always well dressed and 
clean,” Ms. Redgate said, looking at the 
matching bows in the little girls’ hair, 

“T don’t know of anyone who has 
taken advantage of all the youth pro- 
grams as much as she has,” continued 
Ms. Redgate. “She calls and finds out 
about everything for her children, 
what the programs are all about, if 
they can get transportation to them - 
everything.” 

Mrs. Ortiz is now becoming a Girl 


Scout mother so her daughters can 
have another opportunity to partici- 
pate in structured, safe activities after 
school. 

Mary Ann Smith, who teaches at the 
Arlington Elementary School in 
Lawrence, said she is proud of the 
work her daughter is doing with the 
program and believes Krissy is getting 
as much, if not more out of the experi- 
ence than Bernice. 

“I think every kid in Andover 


should take part in in the program and 
find out about what’s outside their 
small world of Andover,” she said. 

“T don’t think many of my friends at 
Andover High know what it’s like,” 
said Ms. Smith, who believes programs 
such as TABBS help break down nega- 
tive stereotypes. 

“They could learn so much by giving 
just a couple hours,” each week, she 
said. 


the TABBS program works 


Usually, Ms. DiFraia visits high 
schools and gives a presentation on the 
program. 

“Jay Darrin (a math teacher at AHS 
and coordinator of the community ser- 
vice program there) is a godsend to the 
program. I don’t know what we'd do 
without him. He has asked student at 
the Andover high, who he knows 
would do a wonderful job, to volunteer 
a few hours each week,” she said. 

When a teen-ager expresses interest 
in becoming a TABBS volunteer she 
must first fill out an application and 
then go through “quite an intensive 
screening process.” 

A student must have four refer- 
ences, including a teacher and one oth- 
er adult. The other two can be friends. 
When the would-be TABBS volunteer’s 
references check out, she must attend 
an orientation. TABBS expects a teen 
volunteer to give three to five hours 
each week for one year. 

Ms. DiFraia said TABBS asks for a 
one-year commitment because those 
who run it believe at least that much 
time is needed for the little brothers 
and sisters to feel comfortable with the 
volunteers. 

“Some of our volunteers from last 
year have gone on to college this year, 
but they keep in touch with their lit- 
tles. When they’re back in the area on 
vacations they still meet with them,” 


she said. - 

Following the orientation there is an 
interview with Ms. DiFraia. During the 
interview she asks the volunteer a 
variety of questions on personal issues, 
including sexuality and birth control. 

“There is no right or wrong 
answer,” she stressed. 

“A while ago we had a little brother 
ask his big brother some sexuality 
questions, We just want to make sure 
that the big brothers and sisters are 
informed on these issues so that they 
don’t provide misinformation. That’s 
why we also have a mandatory train- 
ing session.” 

During the training session the vol- 
unteers meet with counselors who 
explain what to look for in cases of 
abuse - physical, mental and sexual, 
and who they should contact if they 
believe their little brother or sister is 
at risk. 


“We try not to match up our TABBS 
volunteers with littles who have emo- 
tional problems, We interview the lit- 
tle’s parents or parent, so we can try 
and evaluate the environment the little 
brother or sister is coming from,” she 
said. 

The final step before a volunteer is 
accepted is a visit to their home. Ms. 
DiFraia said she likes to see what kind 
of support the volunteer is going to get 


from parents once they are matched 
with a little brother or sister. 

“There really is a team effort expect- 
ed,” she said. 

“In some cases the TABBS volunteer 
may not drive and they may ask a par- 
ent for a ride to pick up their little and 
we also encourage them to bring their 
little over to their house,” Ms. Dikraia 
said. 

When the little brothers and sisters 
are paired with a TABBS volunteer, 
there are many program-sponsored 
activities they can choose to do, she 
said. 

“Mostly we just want the volunteers 
to spend time with their littles. They 
don’t have to spend money. We know 
many of them don’t have money to 
spend. We encourage them not to spend 
money. We ask them to use their imagi- 
nation, go roller skating or apple pick- 
ing,” she said. 

The response to the program has 
been overwhelmingly positive, she 
said. 

“At first we didn’t expect so many 
matches. I’m thrilled (the teen-agers) 
can take on more responsibility than 
expected,” said Ms. DiFraia. 

“I’ve had calls from more than 10 
agencies in the past year asking how 
they can start up a program like ours,” 
she said.

Looking at the 
first half of ‘91 


In reading this week’s Review of 
1991, we remember that Town Man- 
ager Buzz Stapezynski’s New Year’s 
resolution for 1991 was to put togeth- 
er a balanced budget. He and town 
officials did it, but not before offi- 
Cials, residents and employees went 
through some painful decision-mak- 
ing sessions and program cuts. 

One of the town’s resolutions for 
1992 has to be to work diligently to 
make decisions about services, 
salaries and repairs to Andover’s 
infrastructure. Often, it is difficult 
for the person on the street to know 
what is a real budget and what is a 
budget that includes frills. Andover 
needs to know the difference. 

Also in reviewing the first six 
months of 1991, we recall that 
Raytheon Co. was in the news often. 
President Bush and_ Richard 
Cheney, secretary of defense, visited 
at separate times to congratulate 
employees for their work on the 
Patriot missile. We are grateful the 
need for the missiles was shortlived, 
but we return to worrying about the 
economy and lost jobs. 

Andover said good-bye to several 
town officials in the first half of 1991, 
from schools superintendent Ken- 
neth Seifert, to Andover High School 
Principal Wilbur Hixon, to Iora 
Alexander, principal of Bancroft Ele- 
mentary School, and to William 
Hart, head of the West Middle 
School. That is a list of mighty fine 
people. 

Tim Thomas became principal of 
Andover High School and showed us 
he understands adolescents by 
designing a good decision-making 
process over running a controver- 
sial play, The Little Foxes. 

In one of the sad events of 1991, the 
town said good-bye to the Ballard- 
vale Library, which closed due to 
budget cuts, and to its librarian 
since 1969, Ruth Sharpe. 

And the town said hello to Marsha 
McDonough, hired to replace retir- 
ing superintendent Louis Gleason of 
the Greater Lawrence Vocational 
School, but good-bye to Mr. Gleason, 
who had been at the school 26 years.

for the ‘bag 


Editor, Townsman: 

I, along with several other fel- 
low educators, recently were 
treated to a tour of the Essex 
County Correctional Facility in 
Middleton. We were greeted by 
Sheriff Charles Reardon who 
very patiently explained to us 
the history and background of 
this fairly new, state-of-the-art 
jail. To say the least, we were all 
very impressed with his in-depth 
knowledge of the criminal jus- 
tice and law enforcement sys- 
tems and in particular, his views 
and concerns regarding his two 
main responsibilities; those 
being, a. his responsibility to 
keep offenders locked away from 
the public, and, b. to provide a 
safe, no-frills, secure prison to 
house these inmates in. 


After seeing first-hand every 
housing unit and every building, 
it is very clear to me that the 
recent bad press that this jail has 
received is uncalled for. For 
example, while we were in the 
“segregation” unit, which hous 
es all the bad inmates who have 
violated rules of the jail, we wit- 
nessed and heard several inci- 
dents that we just could not 
believe. These inmates were act- 
ing like wild animals; banging, 
kicking, yelling and swearing 
just to cause a commotion and to 
get our attention. I have nothing 
but praise for Sheriff Reardon 
and his officers that have to 
work under some very stressing 
and dangerous conditions — they 
are truly professionals. 


And on the other hand, we 
had the opportunity to meet and 


guys’ 


interact with many other 
inmates; some were working in 
the kitchen area preparing some 
of the 3,000 meals that are served 
daily. Others we met in the 
“minimum” unit and others 
were simply participating in var- 
ious programs such as the G.E.D. 
(this enables one to obtain their 
high school diploma) or learning 
how to operate the Apple com- 
puters, going to the various 
church group counseling ses- 
sions, substance abuse classes 
(AA and NA) or just working 
around the facility keeping it 
clean — I couldn’t believe how 
immaculate this place was - one 
could eat off the floor. 


The majority of these inmates 
were very respectful and would 
greet the officers with “yes sir” 
or “no sir.”It was a pleasure to 
see that a measure of discipline 
was being instilled into these 
offenders. 

I wish that more people would 
take advantage of Sheriff Rear- 
don’s invitation to visit the Mid- 
dleton jail, as he stated to us, he 
invites everyone to come see 
their jail, after all it was built 
with our monies. Sheriff Rear- 
don is a fair, straight-shooting 
man whom I am proud to have 
met, 


Let’s not forget what is on that 
hill in Middleton, it is a jail — not 
a country club, it is a place for 
bad guys, a place for people who 
have hurt many innocent vic- 
tims and I, for one, do not feel 
sorry for many of them.

We don’t favor this redistricting plan 


Editor, Townsman: 
Dear Dr. McQuillan, 

We are not in favor of Option 1, creating a 
K-5 Shawsheen by redistricting. We are con- 
cerned that the cost of creating a K-5 Shaw- 
sheen that is truly comparable to our other 
fine elementary school facilities would be 
prohibitive and therefore not an appropriate 
solution to the overcrowding problem. 

Before the School Committee goes for- 
ward with Option 1, we find it necessary to 
ask of them the questions listed below. After 
answering all of these questions truthfully, 
we ask them, is the Shawsheen suitable for a 
K-5? And, if not, can the town afford to do 
the necessary renovations? 

With respect to health and safety: 

+ Is radon still at levels exceeding the state 
mandate for public safety in schools? 

* Is the building completely free of lead 
paint? 

* Has asbestos been completely removed? 

‘Is the air quality satisfactory? 

* Is the heating facility adequate and effi- 
cient? 

+ Is there access to all levels for the handi- 
capped? 


- Are there enough lavatories? Are they 
appropriate for older children? 

With respect to size: 

- Is the kitchen big enough to serve 235 
students? 

- Can the cafeteria handle the increase in 
the number of students? 

- Is the gymnasium big enough for fifth- 
grade sport activities? 

- Is there a meeting place that can hold the 
whole student body and faculty at once? 

* Is there adequate shelf space in the 
library to stock books for all grades? 

- Are the classrooms large enough to com- 
fortably seat 18-20 fifth graders and all the 
class room materials, (ie: science table, math 
corner, audio materials etc.)? 

* Is the furniture appropriately sized for 
the older students? 

- Are there any educational disadvantages 
to an undersized (less than 400 students) ele- 
mentary? (only two classrooms for each 
grade) 

* Is there a separate art room, music 
room, Padeia room, computer lab? (Remem- 
ber, we’re looking for equality of services

Steve Shepard faced a difficult 
choice this winter. 


The Andover High junior is one of

“All we want to do is have a little more 
time,” Mr. Stapezynski said this week. 

For instance, Gov. Weld is due to 
release his own budget proposal on Jan. 
27, a state budget that will most likely 
outline major restructuring of aid for 
schools and to cities and town, according 
to Mr. Stapezynski. The January report 
may include the rough figures of the 
amount of aid individual cities and towns 
can expect to receive from the state. 

That information could significantly 
effect the town budget and Mr. Stapcezyns- 
ki would like, in the future, to be able to 
view such figures before finalizing his 
own budget proposal. The delay of his 
budget proposal would also give the town 
manger more time to work on other arti- 
cles for town meeting, such as the five- 
year capital improvement plan to be sub- 
mitted this spring. 

Elections would still be held on the 
fourth Monday in March, but town meet- 
ing could be delayed until late April or 
early May. Town meeting date is not set

The recreation department is current- 
ly funded by a budget appropriation that 
is offset by the department’s revenues, 
which go into the general fund. 

Under the new proposal, the depart- 
ment would still operate on its revenues, 
but those revenues would not be subsi- 
dized by taxes when they fell short of the 
revenue forecast. 

“If $150,000 came in, you could spend 
$150,000 for recreation programs,” Mr. 
Stapezynski said. 

Right now, if the revenues fell $10,000 
short of operating expenses, the differ- 
ence would come from tax revenues. 

The department would be forced only 
to run programs that were self sufficient, 
or the cost of which were covered by prof- 
its from other programs, which is basical- 
ly how they try to operate currently any- 
way. 

“It’s an accounting-type mechanism,” 
Mr. Stapezynski said. 

Betterment deferrals 

A third proposal would allow deferral 
of betterment payments assessed by the 
town, such as for water or sewer line 
extensions, for residents who can’t pay 
them at the time of the assessment. 

The proposal is based upon a tax defer- 
ral, according to Tony Torrisi, budget 
and finance director. 

Residents who could not afford a bet- 
terment assessed by the town could “pay 
later, when an estate is settled, some- 
thing like that,’ Mr. Torrisi said. 

Last year, when water main exten- 
sions were proposed on Salem Street and 
Jenkins Road, some residents who could 
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Officials study some bylaw changes 


have been forced to make betterment pay- 
ments of several thousand dollars com- 
plained they would be forced to sell their 
homes. The Town Meeting article failed 
to pass. : 

With the deferral program, residents 
who qualified could defer the betterment 
payment. Interest would continue to 
accrue, but at a rate of about 5 percent 
according to Mr. Torrisi. 

“The interest on a betterment isn’t 
that great,” Mr. Torrisi said. “It could go 
on forever and the estate could make the 
payment.” 

All the research has not yet been done 
for the proposal, but Mr. Torrisi said it is 
intended to help those with low income. 
Bylaw changes 

One of several bylaw amendment pro- 
posals being worked on by planners 
would try to corral a 1990 amendment to 
the state law that allows day- care facili- 
ties in any zoning district. 

Lot, building and parking specifica- 
tions may be imposed to try limit com- 
mercial day-care facilities from popping 
up in residential areas. 

A proposal to amend what has been 
called the “junk car,” or unregistered car, 
bylaw will be back at Town Meeting this 
spring after a similar proposal was reject- 
ed at the Special Town Meeting in Octo- 
ber. 

Dennis Teves, of 8 Mohawk Road, 
chief proponent of the change last year, 
has said he will submit his own amend- 
ment proposal if he is not satisfied with 
the one planners bring to Town Meeting. 

The planners’ new proposal would 
allow one unregistered car, or vehicle not

in condition for travel, to be stored on a 
residential property. The proposal would 
require that the car had been registered 
at some time in the previous 12 months. 
The amendment would require screening 
but, unlike the current law, would allow 
a store-bought car cover to satisfy the 
screening requirement. 

An amendment is also being worked 
on that would address several requests 
for temporary outdoor seating, and 
indoor seating for takeout food, from sev- 
eral restaurants, 

The Earth Food Store, on Chestnut 
Street, is one business that has requested 
it be able to set out tables and chairs in 
summer months to let patrons sit outside 
their establishments. 

Proposed changes to the parking 
bylaw, which requires new businesses to 
create parking for employees and cus- 
tomers, include completely dropping the 
“change of use” criteria, and allowing 
shared driveways to better use limited 
land downtown. 

Parking requirements would also be 
eased for developers who provide pedes- 
trian walkways between various proper- 
ties in the central business district. 

The creation of an off-street parking 
fund is again being discussed. This 
change would allow a developer, who 
could not provide the required parking, 
to pay into a municipal fund dedicated to 
build municipal parking when enough 
money, and a worthwhile site, became 
available. All the bylaw amendment pro- 
posals are still being revised by planners 
and public hearings will be held to dis- 
cuss the proposals between now and 
Town Meeting. 
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
